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FINDING OF BODY IN 


RIVER AT LINE CITY 


MORE COMPLETE DETAILS OF 


HORRIBLE DISCOVERY. 


Protruding Feet Attract the Attention 


of Boys While Fishing, and Re- 
sults in the Discovery of the Corpse 


.. 
of "Charles A. Cox, of Troy—Cause 
of Death Unknown. 


In speaking of the discovery of the 


body of Chas.'A. Cox, found in the Rock 
river near Beloit, the Daily Free Press, 
of that city has the following to say; 


Rock river gave up her dead this 


morning and the body of a middle-aged 
man was discovered near the •willows. 
The corpse had the evidence of having 
been in the water for a week or more 
and has been identified as the body of 
Charles A. Cox of Troy, Wisconsin. 


"While rowing down the rivor this 


morning Charles Gardner, son of F. N. 
Gardner, discovered the feet of a • man 
protruding above the surface of the wa 
ter among the willows on tho east side 
of the river just above the mouth of the 
Turtle. The boy was badly frightened 
and hurried home and reported his find 
to Marshal Applebly who went down at 
once and pulled the corpse out of the 
water. 


The body had the appearance of hav- 


ing been in the river for at least three or 
four days and the face was fearfully dis- 
torted. The tongue protruded- almost 
two inches from the mouth and the 
throat was horribly swollen and disflg- 
\ired. There seemed to bo a wound on 
th,e top. of the head, although the mud 
which coated the body makes this uncer- 
tain. The corpse was clothed in a vet- 
eran's blue suit in good condition and 
the feet were encased in new shoes. The 
exact nature of the wound will b'e ascer- 
tained at the inquest. 


Marshal Appleby made a thorough 


search of the pockets of the dead man 
•and discovered a bundle of pension 
papers, all addressed to Chas. A. Cox, 
Troy, "Walworth county, Wis,, except 
one1 which was addressed to Mayhew, 
Wis., and bearing the post date of April 
10,1899. Among the papers was the 
victim's original discharge, showing that 
he had been a member of Co. H, llth 
Wisconsin Volunteer Infantry during 
the civil war. In one of his vest pockets 
was found a tax receipt dated April 27, 
1897; by the county treasurer at Elk- 
horn, Wis. 


The relatives'of the dead man, 'who 


were expected to come from Troy at 
3:25, failed to arrive, but will come at 
6:45 this evening. 


The only unsolved problems in the 


case are how the body came to be in. the 
river and what has become of his <noney.

Jfew Provision Will Soon Go .Into Eft'ect 


In This County, 


A new law is about to go into 
effect 


with reference to the filing of certificates 
of births and deaths. Prior to this 
time the law has provided that certifi- 
cates of deaths should be filed with the 
register of deeds, and that a fee of 25 
cents should be paid by the county to 
the physician 
filing such certificates. 


Those certificates which physicians fail- 
ed to file wore to be filed by the health 
department. This provision was some- 
what complicated throughout, and has 
been modified under the new law. 


The measure now about to go into 


effect provides that all death certificates 
be filed with the Health department, 
which, in return, will make monthly re- 
turns to the register of deeds.

Warlike Operations la Construed by 
tUe Natives as a Sicn of 
Defeat— 


American Store Looted. 


Wellington, N. Z., May 3.—Advices 


from Samoa indicate that the instruc- 
tions received from the powers to 
cease hostilities make the situation in 
the islands. %ery serious, as the rebels 
_hold the main food supplies and are 
again near the municipality of Apia. 
The correspondent of Renter's News 
A-gency thinks it is evident that the 
home authorities have misunderstood 
the situation in Samoa. 
The Germans 


and rebels, are already Jubilant, and 
claim "a victory over the British and 
American forces. 
The correspondent 


sa}'s that unless the rebels are made to 
submit the difficulties will remain un- 
solved. 
The white people in the out- 


skirts of the city are at the mercy of 
the rebels. 
The American vice con- 


sul's store at Falifa was looted last 
week, while a German store adjoining 
it was left -untouched. 
British and 


American residents all strongly con- 
demn the action of the powers in or- 
dering a cessation of hostilities at this 
stage. 


Two days after the last battle at 


Vailima Lieut. R. A. Gaunt of the Brit- 
ish cruiser Porpoise marched his bri- 
gade into Vailima unopposed, and was 
followed by a company of British blue 
jackets under Capt. Sturdee and Lieut. 
Cave. 
Inspection of the • battlefield 


shows that the defenses erected by the 
rebels near the home of the late'Rob- 
ert Louis Stevenson were strong and 
well planned. 
The loss sustained by 


the rebels, it is 
evident, was much 


greater than was at first supposed. The 
main section of Mataafa's followers 
who were engaged in the battle of 
Vailima retreated westward to ,L,ulu- 
moenga, where they lay in wait for 
the friendlies. Orders had been given 
them to capture Lieut. Gaunt's head. 
The rebels were also anxious to secure 
the superior weapons with which his 
brigade is armed. 


It is rumored that thirteen boats 


filled with armed rebels are approach- 
ing from the east. The town appears 
to be safe.

"We were promised our first Russian 


experience in^ the shape of a troika 
ride, "writes Lilian Bell. 
A troika is 


a superb affair. 
It makes the tiny 


sledges, which take the place o£ cabs, 
and are used for all ordinary pur- 
poses, look even more like toys than 
usual. 
But the sledges are great tun,, 


and so cheap that it is an extravagance 
to walk. 
A course costs only 20 ko- 


pecks—10 cents. 
The sledges are set 


so low that you can reach out and 
touch the snow with your hand, and 
they are so sraall that the horse is in 
your lap and the coachman in your 
pocket. 
He simply turns in his seat 


to hook the fur robe to the back of 
your seat—only it has no back. 
If 


you fall, you fall clear to the ground. 
The horse is far, far above you in 
your humble position, and there'is. so 
little room that' two people can with 
difficulty. stow themselves in the nar- 
row seat. .If a brother and sister or a 
husband and wife drive together, the 
man, in sheer self-defense, is obliged 
.to put his arm around the woman, no 
matter how distasteful it may be. Not 
that she would ever be conscious of 
whether he did it or not.for the amount 
of clothes one is obliged to wear in 
Russia destroys any sense of touch. 
The horses are sharp shod, but in a 
way quite. different from ours. 
The 


spikes, on their shoes are an inch long 
and dig into the ice with perfect se- 
curity, but it makes the horses look 
as if they wore French heels.

.counted on its being an evidence of 
stupidity were sure to be confounded 
in the end by the ever-watchful, sleep- 
less intellect that was always on the 
alert to find a weak point in the plans', 
the policy, the strategy, and even the 
tactics of an opponent. The fates had 
brought the destructive and conserva-. 


' tive forces of command into direct an- 


tagonism in the persons of Napoleon 
and the duke of Wellington. Welling- 
ton was nicknamed "the Iron Duke,"
